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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-24 are pending in the application, with claims 7-12 and 23-24 having 
been withdrawn as drawn to a non-elected invention. Accordingly, claims 1-6 and 13-22 
are being examined on the merits herein. 



Election/Restrictions 



Applicants election with traverse of the claims of Group I, namely claims 1-6 and 
13-22 in the reply filed on December 20, 2006, is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
grounds that a search for all groups would not pose an undue burden on the Office. 
This is not found persuasive because even though the searches for some of the Groups 
may be overlapping, there is no reason to believe that the searches would be co- 
extensive. In searching Group I, the Examiner will be focusing on the patentability of 
the process itself, and not the products of Groups III and IV. Conversely, in searching 
Group III and IV, the Examiner will be focusing on the patentability of the process and 
not the product itself. Furthermore, a search for both of Groups I and II would pose a 
serious burden on the examiner because the inventions have acquired a separate 
status in the art in view of their different classification (NRI vs. SSRI). Accordingly, a 
search for all groups would pose an undue burden on the Office. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
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The Examiner further notes that Applicants indicated an election with traverse of 
the species of NRI that is desipramine and the species of 5-HT2a antagonist 
corresponding to claim 5. However, the Examiner has not required restriction of the 
examination to distinct species, and thus the claims of Group I have been examined to 
their full extent without limitation to a specific species of NRI or 5-HT2a antagonist other 
than as claimed. 

Priority 

Applicants' claim of domestic priority to U.S. Provisional Patent Application Serial 
No. 60/418,516 filed October 15, 2002, is acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 13-22 are objected to as depending upon claims that have been 
withdrawn from examination. In particular, claims 13-14, from which claims 15-20 
depend, recite the method as in "any of claims 1-12" and claims 21-22 recite the method 
"of claim 4 or 9." However, as claims 7-12, including claim 9, are being withdrawn from 
examination, the dependency of these claims is improper. Accordingly, appropriate 
correction is respectfully requested. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Scope of Enablement 

Claims 1-6 and 13-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

In particular, claim 1 and claims 2-6 and 13-22 depending therefrom are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph because the specification, while being enabling for 
the palliation or alleviation of vasomotor symptoms in a subject (see paragraphs 0031- 
0032 of Specification, in particular), does not reasonably provide enablement for the 
complete prevention of vasomotor symptoms in a subject. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 
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It is also noted that as Applicants' specification defines "treating" as including 
"preventative" treatment (see paragraph 0031, in particular), the specification is also not 
enabled for such "treatment" of vasomotor symptoms that includes prevention of the 
symptoms, as defined by Applicants. 

The instant specification fails to provide information that would allow the skilled 
artisan to fully practice the instant invention without undue experimentation. Attention 
is directed to In re Wands, 8 USPQ2d 1400 (CAFC 1988) at 1404 where the court set 
forth eight factors to consider when assessing if a disclosure would have required 
undue experimentation. Citing Ex parte Foreman, 230 USPQ 546 (Board of Appeals 
1986) at 547, the court recited eight factors: 

(1) the nature of the invention; (2) the state of the prior art; (3) the relative skill of 
those in the art; (4) the predictability or unpredictability of the art: (5) the breadth of the 
claims; (6) the amount of direction or guidance presented; (7) the presence or absence 
of working examples; and (8) the quantity of experimentation that is necessary. 

(1) The Nature of the Invention: 



The invention is drawn to a method of treating (including preventing) or 
preventing vasomotor symptoms in a subject by administering a composition with one or 
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more compounds having norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor activity and 5-HT2a 
antagonist activity. 

(2) Breadth of the Claims: 

The complex nature of the subject matter of this invention is greatly exacerbated 
by the breadth of the claims. The claimed invention includes the complete prevention of 
vasomotor symptoms in a subject. The term "prevention" indicates a claim whereby 
those normally not at risk for developing such a disorder would be prevented from ever 
developing the vasomotor symptoms with any of the numerous compounds claimed. 

(3) Guidance of the Specification: 

The guidance of the specification as to "prevention" of vasomotor symptoms is 
completely lacking. The specification provides examples of the alleviation of vasomotor 
instability in an animal model using the NRI compound that is desipramine and a 
specific 5-HT2a receptor antagonist, MDL-1 00907 (see Example 2, in particular), and 
an example of the alleviation of vasomotor instability in an animal model using a 
NRI/SRI compound that is venlafaxine and the same 5-HT2a receptor antagonist (see 
Example 3, in particular.) However, these examples do not teach that this alleviation is 
sufficient to prevent the occurrence of vasomotor symptoms, and also do not teach any 
method and/or model by which complete prevention of such symptoms in all subjects 
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could be determined. Thus, the specification does not provide any information 
regarding the complete prevention of vasomotor symptoms in a population, as would be 
required by a claim for prevention. 

(4) Working Examples: 

As discussed in the Guidance of the Specification section above, Applicant has 
only shown examples for the alleviation of vasomotor instability in animal models. 
Applicant has not shown examples for the complete prevention of vasomotor symptoms. 

(5) State of the Art: 

The state of the art regarding the alleviation of vasomotor symptoms is well 
developed. However, the state of the art regarding the prevention of vasomotor 
symptoms is underdeveloped (see for example The Role of Serotonin in Hot Flushes by 
Hemmie H.G. Berendsen, Maturitas (2000) 36(1 ):1 55-164.) Berendsen teaches that 
80% of all women experience hot flushes as a part of menopause, with 40% seeking 
medical help, and also teaches that such flushes may occur after bilateral ovariectomy 
and in premenstrual syndrome (see page 155, in particular.) Berendsen teaches that 
the exact pathophysiology of the hot flush is still unknown, although estrogens are 
believed to play a role (see page 156, in particular.) Thus, the exact pathophysiology 
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and correlation among factors that contribute to vasomotor symptoms such as hot 
flushes are not known. 

Reasonable guidance with respect to preventing vasomotor symptoms relies on 
quantitative analysis from defined populations that have been successfully pre-screened 
and are predisposed to vasomotor symptoms. This type of data might be derived from 
widespread genetic analysis, family histories, correlation of genetic and environmental 
factors, etc. The essential element towards the validation of a preventive therapeutic is 
the ability to test the drug on subjects monitored in advance of vasomotor symptom 
onset, and link those results with subsequent histological confirmation of the presence 
or absence of vasomotor symptoms. This irrefutable link between antecedent drug and 
subsequent knowledge of the prevention of the disease is the essence of a valid 
preventive agent. As the correlation among factors contributing to the onset of 
vasomotor symptoms is not known, the state of the art does not provide a reasonable 
method of making such a predictive analysis. Further, a preventive administration also 
must assume that the therapeutic will be safe and tolerable for anyone susceptible to 
the disease. 

(6) Predictability of the Art 

The invention is directed to the treatment or prevention of vasomotor symptoms 
in general with a composition having one or more compounds with norepinephrine 
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reuptake inhibiting activity and 5-HT2a antagonist activity. It is well established that "the 
scope of enablement varies inversely with the degree of unpredictability of the factors 
involved," and physiological activity is generally considered to be an unpredictable 
factor. See in re Fisher, 427 F.2d 833, 839(1970.) 

It should also be noted that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that it 
is highly unpredictable in regard to what population will experience vasomotor 
symptoms, as discussed in (5) above. In order to administer the agent to the population 
at large, one would need to consider the therapeutic effects, side effects and especially 
potential serious toxicity that may be generated by drug-drug interactions as a result of 
administration of the claimed compounds to a living organism (e.g., an animal.) 

(7) The Quantity of Experimentation Necessary: 

In order to practice the disclosed invention, one would need to undergo 
experimentation to test the noradrenaline reuptake inhibiting compounds and 5-HT2a 
antagonist compounds such as those claimed to determine whether or not any of them 
are actually capable of completely preventing vasomotor symptoms, as the instant 
specification does not show the complete prevention thereof. 



As discussed above, the specification fails to provide sufficient support for 
determining all individuals susceptible to vasomotor symptoms to allow one or ordinary 
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skill in the art to administer to a population the compounds of the instant invention for 
the prevention of vasomotor symptoms in general. As a result, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would be forced to perform an exhaustive search for the population that is 
susceptible to vasomotor symptoms to use the instant invention. 

Genentech, 108 F.3d at 1366 states that "a patent is not a hunting license. It is 
not a reward for search, but compensation for its successful conclusion" and "[p]atent 
protection is granted in return for an enabling disclosure of an invention, not for vague 
intimations of general ideas that may or may not be workable." 

The Examiner suggests deleting the reference to "preventing" and "treating" in 
the claims and amending the claims to recite the alleviation or palliation of vasomotor 
symptoms. The Examiner recommends deleting the term "treating" because this term 
has been re-defined in the specification to also include "preventing," as has been 
discussed above. For examination purposes, the Examiner is interpreting the claims as 
drawn to a method of alleviating vasomotor symptoms in a subject. 

Written Description 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
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the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. In particular, claim 2 recites treatment with a compound that 
has both norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor activity and 5-HT2a antagonist activity. In 
contrast, Applicant's specification lists compounds having either norepinephrine 
reuptake inhibitor activity, such as desipramine (see paragraph 0023, in particular), or 
compounds having 5-HT2a antagonist activity (see claim 5 and paragraph 0024, in 
particular), but does not disclose compounds having both norepinephrine reuptake 
inhibitor activity and 5-HT2a antagonist activity. Accordingly, the claimed subject matter 
has not been described in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventors at the time the application was filed were actually in 
possession of such as compound having the dual activity, and thus the claim fails to 
meet the written description requirement under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1, 3 and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the article entitled "The Role of Serotonin in Hot Flushes" by Hemmie 
H.G. Berendsen, 2000, in the journal Maturitas, vol. 36, pages 155-164. 

Berendsen teaches that it is believed that the 5-HT2a receptor subtype may play 
a key role in the occurrence of hot flushes (see abstract, in particular.) In particular, 
Berendsen teaches that blockade of 5-HT2a receptors by treatment with the 5-HT2 
receptor blocker mirtazapine reduced the frequency and intensity of hot flushes (see 
pages 159-160, Section 1, in particular.) Thus, Berendsen teaches treatment of 
vasomotor symptoms in a subject by administering a therapeutically effective amount of 
a 5-HT2a antagonist (i.e. mirtazapine.), as recited in claim 1. 

It is furthermore noted that Berendsen teaches that the mixed 5-HT and 
noradrenaline reuptake inhibitor venlafaxine has been shown to reduce the frequency 
and severity of hot flushes in women (see page 160, Section 3, in particular.) 
Accordingly, it is considered that Berendsen teaches treatment of vasomotor symptoms 
in a subject by administering a therapeutically effective amount of a norepinephrine 
reuptake inhibitor (noradrenaline reuptake inhibitor, i.e. venlafaxine), as recited in claim 
1. 

Berendsen does not specifically teach a method of treatment with one or more 
compounds that impart both norepinephrine reuptake inhibition activity and 5-HT2a 
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receptor antagonist activity, as recited in claim 1, or first and second components 
having such activity, as recited in claim 3. 

However, as Berendsen teaches two compounds, namely mirtazapine and 
venlafaxine, that have the recited activities and that are both effective for the treatment 
of hot flashes, it is considered that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made would have found it obvious to provide both the mirtazapine and 
venlafaxine compounds in effective amounts for the treatment of hot flashes, with the 
expectation of providing a suitable treatment for the condition. Note it is considered that 
"[l]t is prima facie obvious to combine two compositions each of which is taught by the 
prior art to be useful for the same purpose, in order to form a third composition to be 
used for the very same purpose.... [T]he idea of combining them flows logically from 
their having been individually taught in the prior art." In re Kerkhoven, 626 F.2d 846, 
850, 205 USPQ 1069, 1072 (CCPA 1980.) Accordingly, the method of claim 3 is 
obvious over the teachings of Berendsen. 

Regarding claim 13, Berendsen teaches the compounds treat hot flushes, as 
discussed above. Regarding claims 14-15, Berendsen teaches the treatment of human 
females, as discussed above. Regarding claim 17, Berendsen teaches that the 5-HT2a 
receptor blockers can treat menopausal women (see pages 159-160, Section 1, in 
particular.) 
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Regarding claims 16 and 18, Berendsen teaches that hot flushes can occur 
during the perimenopausal period or after menopause (see page 156, right hand 
column, first full paragraph, in particular.) Accordingly, given that Berendsen teaches 
that the compounds can treat hot flashes, it is considered that one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made would have found it obvious to administer one or 
more of the compounds to perimenopausal or post-menopausal women experiencing 
hot flashes, with the expectation of achieving some treatment and/or amelioration of the 
hot flashes. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the article 
entitled "The Role of Serotonin in Hot Flushes" by Hemmie H.G. Berendsen, 2000, in 
the journal Maturitas, vol. 36, pages 155-164, as applied to claims 1, 3 and 13-18 
above, and further in view of WO 91/18602 to Carretal, published December 12, 1991. 

Berendsen is applied as discussed for claims 1, 3 and 13-18 above, and teaches 
treatment of hot flushes with compounds that have 5-HT2 antagonist activity, such as 
mirtazapine, and that have norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor activity, such as 
venlafaxine. 

Berendsen does not specifically teach providing the specific 5-HT2a antagonist 
as recited in claim 5. 
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Carr et al. teaches a new 5HT 2 antagonist that is (+)-a- (2,3-dimethoxyphenyl)-1- 
[2-(4-flurophenyl)ethyl]-4-piperidinemethanol (see abstract, in particular) and that can be 
used for therapeutic treatment of disease states, as recited in the claim. 

Accordingly, it is considered that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made would have found it obvious to provide the specific antagonist of 
Carr et al. in the treatment method of Berendsen, because Berendsen teaches that 
compounds having 5-HT2 antagonist activity are effective in treating hot flashes, 
whereas Carr et al. teaches a specific 5-HT2 antagonist that can be administered for 
therapeutic use. Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to 
provide the specific compound having the 5-HT2 antagonist activity in the method of 
Berendsen, with the expectation of success in achieving treatment of hot flashes in 
patients. Accordingly, claim 5 is obvious over the teachings of Berendsen and Carr et 
al. 

Claims 4 and 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the article entitled "The Role of Serotonin in Hot Flushes" by Hemmie H.G. 
Berendsen, 2000, in the journal Maturitas, vol. 36, pages 155-164, as applied to claims 
1 , 3 and 13-18 above, and further in view of the article entitled "A Pilot Trial Assessing 
the Efficacy of Paroxetine Hydrochloride (Paxil®) in Controlling Hot Flashes in Breast 
Cancer Survivors" by Stearns et al, 2000, Annals of Oncology, Vol. 11, pages 17-22, 
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and further in view of the article entitled "Desipramine: An Overview" by Janowsky et al, 
1984, The Journal of Clinical Psychiatry, Vol. 45, No. 10, Sec. 2, pages 3-7. 

Berendsen is applied as discussed for claims 1, 3 and 13-18 above, and teaches 
treatment of hot flushes with compounds that have 5-HT2 antagonist activity, such as 
mirtazapine, and that have combined serotonin and norepinephrine reuptake inhibitor 
activity, such as venlafaxine. 

Berendsen does not teach providing the specific compounds as recited in claim 4 
that are norepinephrine reuptake inhibitors, such as desipramine. 

Stearns et al. teaches that hot flashes are accompanied by co-existing 
symptoms, including depression, nervousness, agitation and insomnia and inability to 
concentrate, which symptoms can also exacerbate the hot flashes (see page 17, left 
hand column, second full paragraph, in particular.) Accordingly, Stearns et al. teaches 
that depression is a condition that commonly co-exists with, and exacerbates, 
individuals suffering from hot flashes and is also commonly associated with menopause 
in general (see paragraph bridging pages 17-18, in particular.) 

Stearns et al. does not specifically teach administering the compounds having 
the norepinephrine reuptake inhibiting activity as recited in claim 4, such as 
desipramine. 
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Janowsky et al. teaches that desipramine is an efficacious antidepressant that is 
comparable with other antidepressants such as amitriptyline, doxepin and imipramine 
(see page 3, left hand column, first full paragraph, in particular.) Accordingly, Janowsky 
et al. teaches that the specific compounds as recited in claim 4, such as desipramine, 
can be administered for the treatment of depression. 

Accordingly, it is considered that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made would have found it obvious to administer the specific compound 
such as desipramine, as taught by Janowsky et al. for the treatment of depression 
occurring as a co-symptom of hot flashes and/or menopause, as taught by Stearns et 
al, because Stearns et al. teaches that depression is a co-symptom of hot flashes 
and/or menopause that can also exacerbate the hot flashes, whereas Janowsky et al. 
teaches that the compounds are capable of treating depression. Thus, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would have been motivated to provide the specific compounds, such as 
desipramine, in the treatment of depression occurring as a co-symptom of hot flashes 
and/or menopause, as in Stearns et al, with the expectation of providing a treatment 
capable of alleviating the co-symptoms of hot flashes and/or menopause to lessen the 
severity of the hot flashes. 

One of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would 
furthermore have found it obvious to provide the hot flash and/or menopause co- 
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symptom depression treatment of Stearns et al. and Janowksy et al. in the hot flash 
method treatment of Berendsen, such as the treatment as described by Berendsen with 
5-HT2a antagonists (e.g. mirtazapine), because Berendsen teaches a method of 
treatment of hot flashes to reduce their frequency and duration, as discussed above, 
whereas Stearns et al. and Janowsky et al. teach the treatment of a co-symptom 
(depression) that commonly occurs along with hot flashes and/or menopause. That is, 
the patient population treated by the method of Stearns et al. and Janowsky, and that 
treated by Berendsen are the same and/or overlapping. Accordingly, it is considered 
that one of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the co- 
symptom depression treatment with the hot flash and/or menopause treatment of 
Berendsen, with the expectation of success in achieving treatment of hot flashes and 
hot flash symptoms and commonly co-existing menopause symptoms in a patient. Note 
furthermore that it is considered that "[l]t is prima facie obvious to combine two 
compositions each of which is taught by the prior art to be useful for the same purpose, 
in order to form a third composition to be used for the very same purpose.... [T]he idea 
of combining them flows logically from their having been individually taught in the prior 
art." In re Kerkhoven, 626 F.2d 846, 850, 205 USPQ 1069, 1072 (CCPA 1980.) 
Accordingly, claim 4 is considered to be obvious over the combined teachings of 
Berendsen, Stearns et al. and Janowsky et al.

Regarding claims 21-22, it is considered that as the references render obvious 
the administration of the compounds for the treatment of the hot flash condition and co- 
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symptoms of the condition, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made would have found it obvious to vary and/or optimize the administration of the 
drugs, such as by providing concurrent or simultaneous administration, according to the 
guidance provided by the references, to provide a treatment method with desired 
properties, such as desired treatment efficacy. It is noted that M [W]here the general 
conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the 
optimum or workable ranges by routine experimentation." In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 
105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955.) 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the article 
entitled "The Role of Serotonin in Hot Flushes" by Hemmie H.G. Berendsen, 2000, in 
the journal Maturitas, vol. 36, pages 155-164, as applied to claims 1, 3 and 13-18 
above, and further in view of the article entitled "A Pilot Trial Assessing the Efficacy of 
Paroxetine Hydrochloride (Paxil®) in Controlling Hot Flashes in Breast Cancer 
Survivors" by Stearns et al, 2000, Annals of Oncology, Vol. 1 1 , pages 17-22, and further 
in view of the article entitled "Desipramine: An Overview" by Janowsky et al, 1984, The - 
Journal of Clinical Psychiatry, Vol. 45, No. 10, Sec. 2, pages 3-7, as applied to claim 4 
above, and further in view of WO 91/18602 to Carr et al, published December 12, 1991. 

Berendsen, Stearns et al. and Janowsky et al. are applied as discussed above, 
and teach a method of treating hot flashes in a patient by administering a 5-HT2a 
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antagonist and an antidepressant that may be one of those recited in claim 6, such as 
desipramine. 

The references do not specifically teach providing the specific 5-HT2a antagonist 
as recited in claim 6. 

Carr et al. teaches a. new 5HT 2 antagonist that is (+)-a- (2,3-dimethoxyphenyl)-1- 
[2-(4-flurophenyl)ethyl]-4-piperidinemethanol (see abstract, in particular) and that can be 
used for therapeutic treatment of disease states, as recited in ,the claim. 

Accordingly, it is considered that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made would have found it obvious to provide the specific antagonist of 
Carr et al. in the treatment method of Berendsen, Stearns et al. and Janowsky et al, 
because Berendsen, Stearns et al. and Janowsky et al. teach that compounds having 5- 
HT2 antagonist activity are effective in treating hot flashes, whereas Carr et al. teaches 
a specific 5-HT2 antagonist that can be administered for therapeutic use. Thus, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to provide the specific compound 
having the 5-HT2 antagonist activity in the method of Berendsen, Stearns et al. and 
Janowsky et al, with the expectation of success in achieving treatment of hot flashes in 
patients. Accordingly, claim 6 is obvious over the teachings of Berendsen, Stearns, 
Janowsky et al. and Carr et al. 
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Claims 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the article entitled "The Role of Serotonin in Hot Flushes" by Hemmie H.G. Berendsen, 
2000, in the journal Maturitas, vol. 36, pages 155-164, as applied to claims 1, 3 and 13- 
18 above, and further in view of the article entitled article "Pilot Evaluation of 
Venlafaxine for the treatment of Hot Flashes in Men Undergoing Androgen Ablation 
Therapy for Prostate Cancer" by Quella et al, 1999, the Journal of Urology, vol. 162, 
pages 98-102. 

Berendsen is applied as discussed for claims 1, 3 and 13-18 above, and teaches 
methods of treatment for patients suffering from hot flashes with the compounds as 
recited in the claims. 

Berendsen does not specifically teach treatment of male patients or male 
patients that are naturally, chemically or surgically andropausal, as recited in claim 20. 

Quella et al. teaches that men undergoing androgen ablation therapy experience 
hot flashes (see abstract, in particular.) Quella et al. teaches treatment of hot flashes in 
men undergoing androgen deprivation therapy for prostate cancer (see page 98, first full 
paragraph), and thus teaches the treatment of male patients that are chemically or 
surgically andropausal, as recited in the claims. 
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Accordingly, it is considered that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made would have found it obvious to treat men to alleviate hot flashes, 
such as andropausal men, because Quella et al. teaches that such men experience hot 
flashes, whereas Berendsen teaches a method of treating such hot flashes. Thus, one 
of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to treat the men having hot flashes 
with the method of Berendsen, with the expectation of success in treating the hot 
flashes.
